Navarinu in 1827. It was for his journal wrinen atom this battle that John Liddell. 
In 1832. was made Ihe lirsl recipient of Ihe Gilbert Blanc Medal. 

He was a graduate of l-idinbursji and amoJ in Malta uniil moving io Haslar 
in 1844 and laler on lo Greenwich. 

In 1S5S he succeeded Sir William Burnett as Medical Director General, a pes! 
he held until 1354. 

There is some discrepancy in the dates of his period spenl at the RN Hospital. 
Malta. The dales given above are according to Lloyd and Coulter (1963); these, 
however, do nol coincide wilh [he dales on the 'Board' al RNH Bighi.
